Standing aquarely on the rook
of unlyersal liberty, of equal rights to all man-
kind, he remembered that there were two sldes
to crery questiop, nnd nqumdml In his pecu-
lurly humorous way thst (he ultra (riends of
the m were 50 very near him that they failed
to seo him in bis proper light, and that In their
cagerness to do him a benefit they were, by in-
juring everybody about him, doing him an essen-
tinl injury,

Without entering upon & discussion of the pro-
vigtiong of the Freedmen’s Bureau bill, ho sus-
ta'ned the President’s action, saying that his
veto had produced upon bis mind & strong and
deep impression, His eulogy of the President,
his tnbute to hia personal and offivlal purity and
honesty, were emipently gratitying to an
audienee which a wesk bafore had been insalted
in the person of their Cluel Magistrate, and his
argument in fvor of the immediate admission
of Tennessee, Georma, and Alabama, was re-
celved with a storm of applause, equalled only
by the burst of langhter which groeted s rea-
son for leaving South Catolina out In the cold.
We regret that we cannot reprodoce the addreas
ontire. [t was full of point, pith, and fre, and
will produce 4 sensation throughout the countr
second to no one thing that has fallen from his
lips betore, His fiiends and those of Governor
P'arsans, o Alabama, will bo pleased to note that
he denies polut binnk the statement made by Mr.
Poillips in regard to the reception awarded
Governor Parsons and bis proposition for a loan
o §1,600,000 in Dos'on.

The Fenian Regiment in Want of New
Clothes,
From the Timen,

We understand that the 99th Regiment New
York National Guard, Colonel John O'Mshony
commanding, have made application to the
Inspector-General's Department for the neces-
sary cartiticate to enable them to wake requisi-
tion on the Quartermuster’s Department for new
uniforms. During the summer of last year nu-
merous Fenlan celebrations were heid in and
around this ecity, and on each occasion the
grounds were kept clear by companies from this
40th Nationnl Guard, who appeared in the uni-
form furnished them by the State, and who car-
nod armos drawn from our State arsenals, In
one instance we were cognizant of a company
from this “Fenian Regiment,” as they are popu-
lurly styled among a certain class, doi unrd
duty st a Fenlan celebration held ot Elizabeth,
N.J. The fact of a Fenian gusrd, drawn from
the ranks of the 99th, doing m'litary dutly at the
portals of the “Fenian Congress,” go called, was
animadverted upon in these columus, and we
find 1n the recent report of the Inspector-Gene-
ral official comiment upon this oulrageous pros
cecding:—

“TI'ne improper use of these muiforms is even fro-
quently aliowed by the officors, anexample of whicl
lias ocourred recenily. The dolibern'ions of the
sovernl brauches of the ¥enian Government fn this
oitv have been guarded by persons clad 1m the
Natlonal Guard wmitorm, It hias been observed that
very many ot the mewmbors are possessed of loose
1deas Im regard Lo public propecty; they conmder
their upiiorms as gratuitons gilis, at thear owa no.
controlled disposal, wnd, if recklesaly injured or loas,
thoy arguo ‘the State is right,' *

These follows now ask the State of New York
{0 buy new brecches for thelr precious limbs,
and put them In passable condition to guard the
doors of some Unionsquare “State Department.”
They ought to have the clothes and the arms
now in their possession stripped from them, and
be ignominlously dismissed from military ser-
vice,

Great Britain has done vs grievous wrong: we
have abundant cause ot complaint; but we oan
never be so far wronged as to imitate bher base
example, and Lo permit upon our soil the orguni-
zntions of expeditions aimed at her safety.

1bese Fenians are as harmless as Nick Boitom
in their roar; yet il they ure to bellow in our
uniform, and get arms fvom onr arsensls to keep
the vulgar American mob away from the doors
ol thewr *'State Departments, we should not be
surprised If the dea got abroad that we winked
al, il we did not dureetly encourage their illegal
organizations, If they want pew uniforms they
cun buﬁ them In Ireland at less than half the
price charged in Broadway, How soon may we
expect Lo hear that they are cheapening the
Dublin market?
